Waiting Wlvn At Quitting Tim*

All interests in Torrance should give a nod of approv­ 
al to President John Ebbinghouse and the Board of Direct­ 
ors of the Torrance Chamber of Commerce in their policy 
of insisting on freedom of expression on controversial mat­ 
ters relating to the welfare of this city. '

The issue has been raised by Mayor Albert Isen who 
takes the position that, as long as the Chamber of Com­ 
merce receives substantial aid from the City of Torrance, 
the Chamber should not have an opinion. The Board, on 
the other hand; holds that any matter relating to the gen­ 
eral welfare of the City might be classified as controver­ 
sial. They further believe that a Chamber of Commerce 
board without an opinion would be innocuous and com­ 
pletely ineffective.

Some politicians would have the general. public be­ 
lieve the Chamber of Commerce represents only a narrow 
interest, notably industry. At the present time industry 
has only five representatives on the Board and every sec­ 
tion of the city is represented. There have been several in­ 
stances in the past year when representatives of the city 
government have come to the Board seeking endorsement 
on issues considered important to the City of. Torrance. 
Incidentally, the Board endorsed and worked for the ap­ 
proval at the polls of the prdposal to effect pay for mem­ 
bers of the City Council.

The Torrance Chamber works for all interests in Tor-, 
ranee. It is as much concerned with the welfare of every 
single home owner as it is for the largest industry. Right­ 
fully, it recognizes the need for expanded industry and 
commerce but in so doing it Is helping to reduce the tax 
burden to the smallest taxpayer and enhancing the value. 
of his property. ,',

The Board of Directors of the Chamber are right in 
their preservation of basic privilege to freedom of opin­ 
ion. When they abuse this privilege public opinion will, 
take its toll and the Board members will either be kicked 
out by the membership or properly censured. If. they accept 
the bondage sought by politicians they will be ridiculed 
out of business.

The answer to .the whole problem, of course, is for 
every interest in the community to give more and more 
support to the Chamber to the end that it will be complete­ 
ly free of domination by any single' interest.

Swimming pool accidents are on the increase in South­ 
ern California and call for alertness on the part of those 
fortunate enough to be able to enjoy this extra dividend of 
California living. Any swimming pool is an attractive haz­ 
ard to a child and the more adventurous will scale walls, 
ignore social convention or do just about anything to 
splash in those cooling waters. This implies additional re­ 
sponsibility on the part of pool owners who certainly can't 
be expected to provide constant supervision for uninvited 
guests.

  Each balmy day brings with it a flood of enthusiasts 
to the beaches where lifeguard protection is provided at 
public expense. The most alert guard, however, can't al­ 
ways keep some of the thousands from getting themselves 
in trouble and surf conditions vary with the tides and 
winds. Water alone is not the only hazard at the beach! 
There are those who use it as a playground and are 
thoughtless of the safety of tiny children. Consequently, 
hundreds of serious accidents occur that.haVe no associa­ 
tion with swimming.  

In­ 
creasing interest in this rugged sport poses a new threat to 
human life" where participants are not properly 1 , trained, 
adequately equipped or do not observe safety precautions 
always practiced by the experts. : ". >

 can help avoid needless tragedy by practicing simple 
rules of safety. Furthermore, the adult can .contribute im- 
measurably to the safety of the little ones: by, serving',as 
good examples. .
